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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 








THIS GLASS AGE 


The Glaver Company of Brussels has made a very 
good general interest documentary film about the manu- 
facture and uses of glass in sheet form. It is one of the 
best introductions to a material that I have seen, but it 
is of little technical interest, since almost no details of 
manufacture are given. My impression was that the 
English commentary was very much less informative 
than the original French, for the film seemed often to 
pause for explanation where none was forthcoming. The 
photography and colour are excellent, particularly in 
the factory. Some of the best shots were of the very 
well designed automatic weigh-batching plant. But, 
as is usual in this type of film, too much time was spent 
panning the camera over dull curtain-walled buildings. 
The music was harsh and obtrusive. Once again it is 
clear that the film makers have tried to cover the 
widest possible audience in order that the greatest 
possible number of people shall be interested. The 
result is a very pleasant, but not very informative, 
twenty-two minutes. In spite of my criticisms the film 
is well worth including as an introduction to glass for 
young technical audiences. The company’s full name 
is S. A. Glaces et Verres (Glaver), who have, I under- 
stand, no less than five agents in this country. 


THE ARNE JACOBSEN EXHIBITION 


Mr. Basil Spence, in introducing Professor Arne 
Jacobsen at the opening of the exhibition at the 
R.1.B.A., described his work as “immaculate”. This 


admirably sums up the exhibition, which is one of the 
most satisfying that I can remember having seen in 


Portland Place. A large crowd heard the Danish 
Ambassador open the exhibition and this, combined 
with a huge meeting held by the L.M.B.A. downstairs, 
made the building seem unusually full. 

Professor Jacobsen designed the exhibition himself 
and has blocked out all the windows of Henry Jarvis 
Hall, which is thus completely transformed. The many 
photographs are supported by exquisite models and 
by examples of the professor’s furniture, tableware 
and textiles. The overall impression is that Professor 
Jacobsen is an extremely versatile designer and one 
who, no matter what the problem is, can solve it deftly 
and with great assurance. The photographs are quite 
exceptional and make most of our architectural photo- 
graphers seem second-rate. For a man in his middle 
fifties, Jacobsen has done a great deal of work. 


ST. CATHERINE’S COLLEGE 
CONTROVERSY 


The discussion in the Press and elsewhere on the 
possible appointment of Professor Jacobsen to design 
new buildings for St. Catherine’s College, Oxford, goes 
on. Mr. John Gloag wrote a bulldog-breed, galloping- 
to-the-rescue letter to The Times. He can always be 
found among the leading defenders of British archi- 
tects, and we must be grateful to so faithful a champion, 
but I thought this was not one of his best platforms. 

Almost every aspect of the situation has been dis- 
cussed except, as far as I can see, the right of the dons 
of St. Catherine’s to go where they like for an architect. 
It has been suggested that practising architects, on the 
whole, are mildly in favour of the appointment, because 
the only alternative would lay them open to a charge of 
“sour grapes”. Robert Harling, in the Sunday Times, 
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illustrates some new university projects by British 
architects and asks, “Was Professor Jacobsen’s Journey 
Really Necessary?” This is, I think, an unfortunate 
heading. Harling quotes the appointment of Powell & 
Moya, by Westminster Council, for the Pimlico housing 
scheme as a great demonstration of faith in young 
British architects. He omits to mention that they had 
been placed first in an open competition. 

Almost everyone I have spoken to has changed their 
feelings more than once since the first announcement 
was made. Oxford is said to be sharply divided. Some 
architects I have talked with say a foreigner by all 
means, but why Jacobsen? A fine architect but not 
a great innovator. Harling, too, says: Why not Le 
Corbusier, Gropius or Aalto? One well-known Cam- 
bridge man admitted many changes of view, ranging 
from anger at the news of any architect getting any job 
to quite enthusiastic support. His present view is that 
it would be wrong for an Oxford college to be designed 
by a foreigner. 

Summing up from what I have read and heard, I 
would say that among informed opinion there are many 
who would like to see a building by Arne Jacobsen in 
this country, but they feel that our architects have 
shown in recent projects that they could do as well. A 
competition would have been welcomed. I think, too, 
that many are torn between a feeling of disappointment 
that the dons should have contemplated going abroad 
for a designer and a wish not to appear unfriendly to 
Professor Jacobsen, whose work is widely admired. 
Deep down I am sure that we all feel with my Cam- 
bridge friend that the designing of a new college at 
Oxford should be a native affair. 

Should St. Catherine’s decide not to proceed with the 
appointment, perhaps we could have a competition with 
Professor Jacobsen as the assessor. 


WHO CARES? 

The second B.B.C./Civic Trust film was, my agent 
tells me, much better than the first. Mr. Sheppard 
Fidler co-starred with Mr. Douglas Jones, and with 
the help of a much better story, which was human and 
interesting, they provided good entertainment and made 
their point. Birmingham, my agent felt, was really 
doing something, but he did not think much of the archi- 
tecture. The third film, “A Road to Ruin”, was shown 
yesterday and “Spare That Tree”, the fourth and last, 
will be shown on March 10 at 10.15. I am told that 
Peter Shepheard, who talks on trees, is particularly good. 


LONDON UNIVERSITY PLAN 

Sir Leslie Martin and Trevor Dannatt’s rescue plan 
for London University’s Bloomsbury site is illustrated 
elsewhere in this issue. They have done well. It is a 
great pity that the Malet Street-Byng Place-Gordon 
Street traffic route is likely to remain in what will other- 
wise be a pedestrian area. I hope that the pedestrian area 
will not be cluttered up with parked cars. Perhaps it 
will be found possible to put the cars under the build- 
ings and thus leave the squares and gardens free. 


SCOTTISH INDUSTRIES EXHIBITION 


The Scottish Industries Exhibition will be held in the 
Kelvin Hall, Glasgow, from September 3 to 19 this year. 
Messrs. Wylie & Williams have been appointed archi- 
fects for the exterior and interior decoration of the 
building. They will also advise on the design of 
manufacturers’ stands. The organizers, though agreeing 
that nothing is more important than good design, do 
not feel that they could refuse to accept something 
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which they consider of poor design. Perhaps we should 
be thankful for the fact that they agree in principle 
that good design pays. Perhaps one day they will dare 
to go a step farther. 


CORB: YOUR LAST CHANCE 


Unless you are among the 35,000 or so people who 
have already seen this record-breaking exhibition at 
the Building Centre, you have very little time left. It 
closes at 5 p.m. on Friday next, March 6. 


GRAHAM DAWBARN PRESENTATION 


Norman & Dawbarn held their annual staff dinner 
and dance at the Hyde Park Hotel last week. This 
year was a very special occasion, as it formed part of 
the firm’s jubilee celebrations. On a sadder note it also 
marked the retirement from the partnership of Graham 
Dawbarn. This gives me an opportunity to correct my 
statement that Mr. Dawbarn has retired. He has with- 
drawn from the day-to-day affairs of N. & D., in order, 
as far as I can see, to work harder. He insists that he 
has not retired, indeed he is still adviser to the firm. 
In the States he would doubtless be styled president. 
The formalities at the excellent party were most 
friendly. Two members of the staff summed up the 
year in a calypso, “Everybody’s Working for N. & D.”.

ALUMINIUM PRODUCTS IN 
HOUSE-BUILDING 


The Reynolds Metals Co., of Richmond, Virginia, 
specializes in the manufacture of aluminium products 
for house-builders, and can supply everything from 
windows to nails and foil to weather-stripping. Twenty- 
five different products are listed. Those for internal use 
are described as money-saving, those for use outside 
as maintenance-free. Reynolds “Lifetime Aluminium 
Shingles” are the latest addition to the list. They have 
a baked-enamel finish, and colours include robin’s-egg 
blue (ornithology is evidently not the Reynolds Co.’s 
strong point, but perhaps U.S. robins are different) 
and sienna red. “This permanent coloured finish”, 
says the blurb”, which will outlast that on the most 
expensive automobiles, coupled with aluminium’s im- 
munity to rust, reduces maintenance problems to a 
minimum, while opening a new dimension of design for 
architects and builders.” The price of houses incor- 
porating these products seems to vary between six and 
twelve thousand pounds each.

LONDON UNIVERSITY PRECINCT—OUTLINE PLAN 


é en years ago the university invited Professor Sir Leslie 
Martin to prepare an outline plan for the future 
development of the university precinct. The report pre- 
pared by Professor Sir Leslie Martin, in association with 
Mr. Trevor Dannatt, has now been presented to the 
Court of the University, who, in view of the importance 
of the issues involved, have deferred taking decisions 
about the proposals until the comments of all interested 
bodies thereon are available. 

The concept of a university precinct in Bloomsbury was 
first formally outlined in the County of London Plan pre- 
pared in 1943. It was never intended that this precinct 
should accommodate all the numerous and varied types 
of teaching institutions and the 21,000 students for which 
the university is responsible, but that it should provide 
an area of development for those needs which were most 
effectively met on a central site. The university library 
and the University of London Union are obvious examples. 
A central site around the headquarters of the university 
itself could also accommodate the teaching activities for 
which the university is directly responsible, and such 
specialized institutions as Birkbeck College (which caters 
for students who earn their living during the day whilst 
they work for their degree). 

The area of land allocated to the university precinct by 


Plan, 1951, covers a compact 
rectangle of 35 acres. It extends (see plan) north from 
the British Museum almost to the Euston Road; it is 
bounded on the west side by Gower Street and on the east 
by Bedford Way, Tavistock Square and Endsleigh Street. 
It therefore embraces the site now occupied by the existing 
University of London (1927) buildings and those of Uni- 
versity College (1827). Purchase of sites since the war 
have given the university and University College the free- 
hold control of over four-fifths of the university precinct 
area. This enables the problem of planning it in relation 
to university and University College needs to be con 
sidered as a whole. 

It will be seen at once that there are difficulties. The 
idea of a precinct involves some degree of seclusion 
and segregation. It is an area which should have a life 
of its own and from which through traffic routes should 
be as far as possible excluded. At present, traffic streams 
through the centre of the site and subdivides it. A second 
difficulty is that the precinct is divided up into areas 
built at different times for different purposes. The new 
buildings, designed for the university by Dr. Charles 
Holden, cover the southern end of the site ; at the northern 
end there are the distinguished main buildings of University 
College, by Wilkins. Between these is the Catholic Apos-

London University precinct, showing existing buildings and areas considered in the consultant's report 
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tolic Church, and within the area as a whole are some 
terrace buildings which should be preserved. Among build- 
ings not affected by the proposals are blocks E, F and G 
(terrace houses) and the London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine. 

The problem which Sir Leslie Martin and Mr. Trevor 
Dannatt had to face in producing their plan was, therefore, 
in the first place, a question of how to re-create a sense of 
unity in the area as a whole. They have attempted to do 
this by several related proposals. 

First, it is proposed that through traftic should be limited 
as far as possible and that the university should press for 
its exclusion. The plan recognizes that two main cross 
routes (the east-west and north-south) are likely to remain 
and that their elimination will depend on road proposals 
outside the precinct itself. But all other roads are to be 
closed and the various buildings are to be served from the 
roadways bounding the precinct itself. Each group of 
buildings is provided with car-parks and service access 
entered from these peripheral roads. 

Second, a line of new buildings (blocks C and D) is 
proposed which links together the northern and southern 
extremities and encloses the precinct along its eastern 
boundary. Broad pedestrian terraces at first-floor level

Intending Disappointment? 


Sir,—I make no apologies for writing to you concerning 
a matter raised by “Abner” (A. & B.N., January 21, 1959), 
because it has been on my mind for a very long time 
without you mentioning it: the Sydney Opera House. 

In spite of the raptures at the disclosure of the winning 
design I considered that the whole conception of an opera 
house on the scale proposed in the conditions and more 
particularly the chosen design was a monstrous folly 
which would (and it seems likely that it will) bring 
discredit on architects and government alike. It was more 
than ambitious for a country steeped in operatic tradition 
and Australia does not support the arts to any degree 
comparable with Italy, Austria or even this country and 
there is no evidence that the erection of an opera house 
is going to automaticaily create an appreciation of opera. 
There can be no theatre without an audience, and no 
actor can maintain his performance to any empty 
auditorium. 

The building design chosen was very interesting in 
appearance but its plan ignored the working functions 
of a theatre. As originally drawn the stages were 
incapable of producing anything more than a curtain 
raiser and the auditorium too vast to allow any real 
contact between the audience and the performers. You 
may recollect that a large sum of money was spent to 
change the shape of the auditorium of the Memorial 
Theatre at Stratford, against the best architectural 
principles, in order to make it possible for any actor of 
merit to act there, and that theatre is cosy compared 
with the auditorium demanded at Sydney. The Vienna 
Opera was rebuilt as before because it was the most 
satisfactory shape for the artists and the audience and 
they are the most important elements in a theatre: the 
building does not really matter. 

If, therefore, the project is abandoned I must say I 
shall be greatly relieved because in its present form it is 
bound to be a monstrous failure as a functional building. 
I am not writing as a fuddy duddy or architectural 
pessimist, but I do consider the function more important 
than the building, when another art is concerned. If the 
extension of the National Gallery prevents the pictures 
being seen to the best advantage it will be a bad building, 
whether its outward form is a copy of the existing one 
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will link the buildings together and will span the traffic 
routes. 

Internally, Gordon Square, Woburn Square and the 
open space within the University of London building 
group will become a series of interrelated gardens, so that 
these are not only retained but developed and extended 
for pedestrian use and enjoyment. 

Several buildings, including the terrace facing Tavistock 
Square (block C), are to be preserved and new buildings 
are to be similar to this terrace in height, except at one 
point at the northern end of the site (block B) where a 
tall block is proposed. This northern group of buildings 
(blocks A and B) is again linked to new buildings on the 
University College site. 

The report by the consultant emphasizes that the scheme 
is not intended to be a finished architectural solution. The 
forms of the buildings may be modified or developed when 
the detailed requirements of individual buildings are more 
accurately known. The proposals are intended as dia- 
grammatic illustrations of site occupation and total volume 
of accommodation. They formulate certain principles 
on which the development of the precinct should be based, 
and indicate in broad outline how the growing and urgent 
needs of the university and its associated institutions can 
be met. 


or an “exciting” new conception, and by the same measure 
the Sydney Opera House is a failure. 

I opposed the original idea of the National Theatre in 
England not only because it was a bad architectural 
design, but because it ignored the real elements of the 
theatre. It does not appear that architects can be trusted 
to design theatres except on shoe-string budgets for 
impoverished repertory companies! Architectural follies 
are likely to kill the theatre and not stimulate any more 
interest in it.

Collaboration 


Sir,—It is disappointing to read in your leader of 
January 28 that once more architect and engineer are 
“two distinct personalities, in fact the original ones”. In 
what sense original? One thinks of Ictinus, Henry Yevele, 
Brunelleschi during the great periods; these were 
not distinct personalities. And of a period when “two 
distinct personalities” had charge of building: the nine- 
teenth century, when architecture as it had been known 
all but collapsed. 

The schism has existed since the eighteenth century— 
Henri Labrouste sensed it when he outraged the Beaux 
Arts with his “rationalistic” architecture which took proper 
account of structure. In 1877 Davioud said: “The accord 
[between engineer and architect] will never become real, 
complete and fruitful until that day that the engineer, 
the scientist and the artist are fused together in the same 
person”; in 1924, Le Corbusier: “The century of the 
machine awakened the architect. New tasks and new 
possibilities produced him.” 

These seeds have fallen on arid ground indeed if in 
1959 we have the “two distinct personalities” with us 
again, each battling for his separate “status” in society. 
One no longer needs to be a prophet to see that the whole 
job of designing is one job which will be the work of 
one man, be he more interested in overcoming material 
constraints or in shaping forms in space. The difference 
is one of degree, not kind. If we would have a modern 
architecture, we must first have the modern architects 
who will try for that unity in their attitude to design 
which the nineteenth century so earnestly missed

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Control of Advertisements 


Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, has sent to bodies representing advertising, 
industrial and commercial interests and to local authority 
and amenity associations a draft of amendments he pro- 
poses to make to the Town and Country Planning (Control 
of Advertisements) Regulations, 1948-51. These amend- 
ments, which are of a limited character, are designed, 
first, to encourage the application of special control 
(generally the prohibition of large-scale advertising) to 
rural areas and other areas requiring protection on 
grounds of amenity; this will be done by giving local 
authorities greater discretion within that control to grant 
consent for necessary and inoffensive signs. Secondly, 
the amendments are designed to cut administrative costs 
by improving the machinery of control. The Minister 
has asked for comments by March 25, 

It will be remembered that the Outdoor Advertising 
Industry Advisory Committee undertook to prepare by 
Whitsuntide a voluntary code of standards to cure and 
prevent “clutter” (excessive and badly sited displays of 
advertisements) on business premises. They hoped that 
the code would prove acceptable to local authority associa- 
tions. The Minister understands that work is proceeding 
on this code, and the present draft amendments do not 
affect the conditions in the existing regulations under 
which advertisements may, without express consent, be 
displayed on shop and similar premises. 


War Damage Payments in 1958 


Among the amounts paid out by the War Damage 
Commission during 1958 was £1,925,830 to the Inner and 
Middle Temples. St. Clement Danes, Strand, received 
£100,775, and Coventry Cathedral received £326,507. The 
total amount paid out by the commission was £19} 
million, compared with £234 million in 1957 and £25 
million in 1956. Total war damage payments made now 
amount to £1,2424 million in 4,723,500 separate payments. 


New Planning Course at York 


A new course to provide studio training in town 
planning design for students working part-time for the 
examinations of the Town Planning Institute will be held 
at York this year. The full course lasts three weeks, from 
July 25 to August 15, but students may join for one 
week or two. The cost of tuition will be 3gn a week; 
accommodation is available at £6 2s 6d a week. Full 
details of this and other courses at York may be obtained 
from the Institute of Advanced Architectural Studies, 
Micklegate, York (telephone: 55848). 


No Short Cut to Cheaper Building 
by Direct Labour 


The direct labour operations of local authorities were 
no short cut to cheaper building, said Mr. T. V. Prosser, 
president of the National Federation of Building Trades’ 
Employers, at Birmingham, last week. It had been clearly 
established that the value of the net annual output of 
operatives employed, for instance, by Government depart- 
ments (one form of direct labour) was only £485, whereas 
that of operatives employed by contracting firms was £654. 

It was often argued, he said, that direct labour cut 
out the overheads and profits of the private contractor; 
but overheads and profits were merely the means by 
which the private contractor paid salaries and financed 
his business. A direct labour department had to, or should, 
make similar provision for such costs when estimating 
for new contracts. 

The estimating for, and financing of, any kind of 
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building operation today was a risky business and he 
was convinced that local authorities were not organized, 
either financially or administratively, to shoulder those 
risks. That this was so might be gathered from the fact 
that while private contractors had to give firm prices, 
direct labour departments could not; because of this, 
the local authorities concernd had been unable to follow 
the Minister’s advice to seek firm prices in order to bring 
building costs down. 

Ratepayers, and the general public, should demand that 
a direct labour department always tendered in competition 
with private contractors, at the same time and under 
identical conditions, and only obtain the contract if its 
tender is the lowest. To safeguard the public interest 
fully, what was then required was an independent audit 
of the results of contracts so obtained. 


No Advertising Near Forth Bridge 


The Fife County Planning Committee have agreed that 
as the new £15 million Forth road bridge when 
built will be of such significance, not only to Scotland 
but to Great Britain, that the approaches thereto and 
the view from the bridge should be safeguarded from 
commercial advertising. They have agreed to make 
application to the Secretary of State for Scotland for 
an order creating an area of special control for 
advertisements in the area forming the approaches to 
the bridge. 


Housing Progress 


The number of permanent houses completed in Great 
Britain during December, 1958, was 23,251 compared with 
23,899 in December, 1957. The total for 1958 was 273,695 
compared with 301,090 in 1957. 

In Scotland last year 32,170 new houses were completed 
(32,437 in 1957; 31,901 in 1956). At the end of December 
the number of new houses under construction was 29,724 
compared with 35,346 at the same date in 1957.

Royal Commission on Local Government 
in London

Law and Administration 





Building Maintenence 


Every employer owes, in law, a duty to his workmen 
to take reasonable care for his safety. That duty, which 
“is the care which an ordinarily prudent employer would 
take in all the circumstances”, includes a responsibility to 
provide a safe means of access to the place where the 
workman will do his work. 

An interesting illustration of the extent of the employer’s 
duty is to be seen in the House of Lords’ decision in Smith 
v. Austin Lifts Ltd. The workman concerned was em- 
ployed as a fitter by a firm who were responsible for the 
maintenance of lifts in a building occupied by a third 
party. This fitter, in the course of his work, had often 
to visit the machine house on the roof, where the wind- 
ing mechanism was kept. Access to the machine house was 
by a ladder leading to a pair of doors. These doors were 
found by the fitter to be defective and he reported that 
fact to his employers. 

His employers in turn reported this defect on four occa- 
sions to the occupiers of the building. The occupiers did 
not effect repairs to the doors and the employers neither 
repaired them nor visited the premises to see whether the 
place of work and access to it were safe. Ultimately, 
because of the defective doors, the fitter was injured. 


THE ARCHITECT and Building News, 4 March 1959 


Lord Denning considered the liability of the employers 
in this way. 

“If the workmen had not reported any difficulty or de- 
fect on the premises, the employers would not have been 
responsible. They would have been entitled to assume 
that the means of access provided by the occupier was 
reasonably safe. But when the workmen reported—as they 
did—that the machine house door was broken and needed 
refixing...the employers were, I think, put on inquiry 
whether the means of access provided by these doors was 
reasonably safe. They ought to have done something but 
they did nothing beyond report the defect to the occupiers. 
Report after report, four in all, produced no result. There- 
upon the employers ought, I should have thought... to 
have gone themselves to see if the means of access was 
reasonably safe. If they had done so, they would have 
found it unsafe and would have done something. They 
might have insisted on the doors being mended, or they 
might have sent a long ladder to enable the men to get 
safely to the machinery. Having done nothing they can- 
not escape liability.” 


Planning Compensation 


When compensation becomes payable under the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1954, it is usually paid to the 
owner. There are, however, exceptions and one of these 
occurs when the land involved is the subject of a settle- 
ment. In such an instance under the Act and the Town 
and Country Planning (Mortgages, Rentcharges, etc.) 
Regulations, 1955, payment is made to the trustees. But 
how are the monies so received to be treated by those 
trustees? Are such sums to be treated as casual profit to 
be paid over to the person with a life interest in the 
property or should they be treated as capital and held on 
trust like the rest of the estate? The Court decided in Re 
Meux in May, 1957, that such sums were not to be re- 
garded as capital. 

This situation has now been rectified by the Town and 
Country Planning (Mortgages, Rentcharges, etc.) Amend- 
ment Regulations, 1959, which come into effect as from 
February 18, 1959. Accordingly, in future, monies paid 
under the 1954 Act to trustees will, whenever appropriate, 
be treated as capital.

From the beginning it was appre- 
ciated that, in this problem, traffic 
circulations would be of considerable 
importance. This was confirmed 
upon visiting the site and the fact that 
the somewhat congested thoroughfare 
of Museum Street was to be retained 
was not overlooked.

HESE two houses were designed 

for two closely acquainted fami- 
lies. Their requirements were almost 
identical and the sites had _ very 
similar aspects. 


Planning 


The clients of the house at Whyte- 
leafe retained part of the grounds of 
a large manor house for their own 
use. The site, which is at the end of 
a private drive serving three proper- 
ties overlooking green belt land, con- 
tains several large mature trees, in- 
cluding a cedar and chestnut and 
formed the kitchen garden of the 
manor house. The accommodation 
consists of an _ all-purpose living 
room, a study to be used as a play- 
room at first, and two double and two 
single bedrooms.

New Traffic Barrier (I) 

A new electrically operated traffic 
barrier has been designed by this 
company for the remote control of 
factory entrances, railway and pedes- 
trian crossings and other locations 
where traffic control is necessary.
